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Cnrious Question of Iden- 
tity.

Bafpra the property left to 
Stephen was sold, which was not till 
ISo'J/it had risen in valuo so as to be 
v\ oi$h Slf>»DQLi; v/bicli was more than 
the value of all tho other legacies com- 
bined. In 1852, Stephen disappeared 
from this city, and nothing pointing to 
him was heard of until recently, when 
one of his sisters, in usini; efforts to 
to find hi in, wrote to San Francisco, 
and received a reply that a man of his 
name was living at Shoal-water Bay, 
Washington Territory. She wrote to 
this man and received in reply a let- 
ter to the effect that he did not care 
for his relations here, being well satis- 
lied to remain with a half-breed wife 
and children whom ho had there. The 
letter was signed "Stephen Marshall." 
News afterwards camo that this man 
waadead. The lialf-broed wife then 
claimed tho property on the ground 
that her husband was the Stephen 
Marshall to whom it had been be- 
queathed. The other legatees con- 
tested tho claim, denying that the 
claimant's husbaud was their brother. 
A commissioner was authorized to take 
testimoii} - in Washington Territory as 
to the question of identity, and evidence 
was given showing that tho husband 
of the claimant had red hair and a 
freckled face, while tho other legatees 
asserted that their brother had dark 
hair and a clear skin, could write well, 
and would not have made the mistake 
of mispelliug both of his names. The 
matter camo on for" hearing beforo 
Surrogate Hutchiogs, yesterday, ex- 
Surrogute Gideon J. Tucker appearing 
for tho claimant, Ira I). Warren fo.i 
the sisters and the brother of tho lost 
legatee. Tho Surrogate reserved his 
decision. — [N. Y. Times, September 
luth. 

Tho A'rico of Meat. 

[From the Loudon Telegraph, Aug. Ci ! 

Last week the authorised returns of 
the Metropolitan Cattle Market show- 
ed the extent to which our meat supply 
was dependent upon foreign importa- 
tions. Whether or not tho threats of 
dealers in fori ign cattle are likely to 
bo carried into execution need not en- 
ter into the question of the price of 
m out to-day; the moro important mat- 
ter is that yesterday the number of 
sheep from England alone fell short 
by about 2.000 of the number which 
would have been offered for salo could 
they have been brought to market sub- 
ject only to reasonable restriction in 
respect to the foot-and-mouth disease 
« — that is to say, to tho same regula- 
tions as apply to sheep or cattle from 
Ireland or Scotland. This refers only 
to the effect produced on one market 
day; but it may bo taken as certain 
that, under tho present Ordors-in- 
» Council from 6,000 to 7,000 sheejj 
were kept out of our markets during 
the past week. What tho effect of 
such a diminution of supply must be, 
in the natural course of tilings, hardly 
needs to bo pointed out. Sheep that, 
in a full market, would not have fetch- 
ed moro than 50s a bead, fetched 58s 
and some 00s. Now, these prices 
mean to the housekeeper at least Is a 
toound for ordinary joints, Is -id or Is 
Gd a pound for the choicer parts, and 
proportionate rates to the buyers of 
the remaining portions of tho carcase. 
As yet only tho decrease of the num- 
ber of sheep from tho Dutch ports are 
dealt with, but it is within our know- 
ledge that, but for tho fear which be- 
sots importers of having whole cargoes 
of sheep summarily slaughtered, be- 
cause ono or two out of hundreds are 
found, however slightly, to be infect- 
ed, Met/, alone would SOnd to our 
markets sonic 2,000 sheep weekly In 
Cambridgeshire, at the beginning of 
fast week, the official returns showed 
that on 4'J farms,;! 57 cattle, 6011 sin ep, 
and 88 pigs were affected, In Hunt- 
ingdonshire, at tho samo dale, on 27 
farms, tho number of affected animals 
were 304 cattle and I! 12 sheep. In 
connection with those figures it may 
bo added that then; were several con- 
victions of fanners for failing- to give 
notice, under the provisions of the 

Sittlo Disease Prevention Act, of the 
tbroak of the foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease, on their farms. I'Yom Banbury, 
ftlso,iu the early part of last week we 



received intelligence of a thousand 
cases of disease. In tho middle of 
tho week tho return from East Sussex 
reached us, showing that in the pre- 
ceding week there had beon noted 
4,809 cases— 2,006 cattle, 2,770 sheep, 
and 33 pigs — one-half of tho number 
belonging to the Hailsham district. 
Last night our local reporter tele- 
graphed to us: — "The returns for the 
past wcok received this morning by 
Lieut. -Colonel Mackay (Chief Con- 
stable) show a largo increase on the 
figures of tho previous week. The 
disease is chioily provalont in tho 
Hailshara and Lowes police districts. 
Tho total number affected at tho dato 
of this return was 7,240. Of these 
2,067 were cattlo, 4,5112 shoop, and 41 
swine. Of this total tho numbers in 
the Hailsham district were 1,712 cat- 
tlo, and 2,491 sheep; in the Lowes dis- 
trict, 234 cattle and 1,475 sheep. 
East Sussex is divided into eleven po- 
lice districts, and of theso only two 
show a 'clean bill of health,' viz, East 
Giiustead and Proscot." On the 20ta 
instant wo wero informed that an 
alarming outbreak of tho disease had 
taken place in.Warwickshire, and that 
it was then spieading through the bor- 
der district into Oxfordshire and Glou- 
cestershire. Yesterday news came 
from Ireland that fresh outbreaks had 
occurred in King's County and also in 
Queen's County; and further that, 
solely in consequence! of the foot-and- 
mouth disease, the annual cattle show 
of the Tipperary Farming Society will 
not be held this year. It is putting 
the cart beforo the horse, thereforo, 
to say that foreign live meat must be 
kept out of our markets for fear of 
spreading infection, when tho iaets so 
clearly demonstrate thomselvos that 
the importing couiitrios of Europe 
may, by comparison with tho English 
countries, be said to be almost free 
from cattle disease. 

Castor Oil.

Quacks from n. Dead Duok- 

Tholato Andy Johnson, ox-Presi- 
dent of tho United Statos, was once 
asked his opinion as to certain defunct 
politicians. "Gentlemen," he replied, 
"I never waste ammunition on 
dead Ducks." Following tho example of 
the great Andy we do not propose to 
devote a great deal of space in dis- 
cussing Mr. Simeon Duck, the recent- 
ly defeated candidate for the City. . It 
must be admitted "the game is 
scarcely worth the candle," and yet a 
foolish bird that will constantly fly be- 
twoen tho sportsman and larger game 
must not complain if it draw his fire, 
even though the bird bo but a sorry 
specimen of its species. Nearly four 
columns of the "Standard" of yester- 
day are occupied by Mr. Duck in a 
defence of his career whilst ill the 
House and in abuse of the men who 
flrut oniiHocl him to "break cover" and then 
bagged him at their leisure. It is not 
surprising that Mr. Duck feels sore at 
his defeat. He attributes it to"treach 
ery." If ho were to put tho conun 
drum to the first schoolboy on the 
street "Why was not Duck elected? 
the boy would promptly answer, "Be 
cause he didn't get votes enough." 
But if he were to put the same ques 
tion to the workingmen of Victoria, 
the answer would be/'Beoauae he be- 
trayed the trust we reposed in him four 
years ago. We sent him to the House 
to represent oub interests and he re- 
presented only his own." No doubt 
the cause of his defeat was "treach- 
ery; " but the treuchory was his and 
no one's else. Elected as the working' 
men's candidate by the workingmen 
of Victoria, let him quote a single uiea 
sure for the benefit of workingmen to 
the passage of which ho contributed 
while in the House. In the first ses 
sion that ho sat, with his election 
pledges still hot on his lips, wo be- 
lieve he. did bring forward a Mechan- 
ics' Lien Act; but his argument was 
so weak, his effort so half-hearted, 
that the bill was laughed at, ridiculed, 
and finally thrown out of tho House 
by tho men to whom he has given a 
nhivish support over since; and its 
only friends wore the men who Mr. 
Duck opposed iu tho House and used 
tho best part of his letter in 
viUifying. Could anything surpass 
tho hideous mockery of patriotism 
that Mr. Duck indulged in at Philhar- 
monic Hall just thirty days ago — 
when ho imagined himself floating on 
tho topmost wave of popular favor, 
and considered his election certain — 
where, placing one hand on his heart 
and raising the other towards Heaven 
ho parodied Patrick Henry by saying, 
"I had rather die an honorable death 
than live in luxury and dishonour!" 
Could anything surpass the cool 
impudence of tho remark iu tho 
presence of hftlf-a-thousand of his fellow- 
electors, everyono of whom know that 
Mr. Duck, in violation of tho Coustilu 
tion he had taken nn oath to uphold, had 
accepted largo sums of money from tho 
Government for blacksmith work; ami 
who knew that, although there wore five 
blacksmith shops bosides Mr. Duck's in 
Victoria, his had done all tho Govern- 
ment work V Now, this was tho only 
charge that "Publicola," in a letter to 
this paper a fow days ago, brought against 
Mr. Duck, ami Mr. Duck's letter to tho 
Standard is professedly a reply to "Pub- 
licola." Vet Mr. Duck makes no attempt 
to question the correctness of "Publico- 
la's" statement. Ho does refer to tho 
mutter in tho first part of his letter and 
promises "more anon," but ho does not 
again toue-h on the point. Notwithstand- 
ing ha heads his letter "Answer to Publi- 
cola," ho most disgracefully lights shy of 
it, and the remainder of his space is de- 
voted to calling names and attacking 
characters. "Pnblicola" called Mr Duck 
"a slave." And Mr. Duck fools so aw- 
fully insulted thereat that ho writes a 
four-column letter to tho Standard— not 
lo prove that ho in hot "a slave," ur thai 

he did not sorvo the Government for 
what ho could make out of it ; — but to 
abuse and villify tho men who ho sup- 
poses wrote tho "Publicola" letter. Now, 
we say that, Mr. Duok has not answered 
the charges brought against him. Ho has 
tried to play Hn.nlot with the port of 
Hamlet omitted from tho cast and has 
failed, of course. Lot him, in his next 
letter, say whether or not these charges 
are true or false. If ho can prove them 
to he the latter, and can show that bis 
presence in tho House benefitted the 
workingmen, ho may confidently expect, 
twenty or thirty yenrs henoe, a reversal 
of the popular verdict; but Bhonld ho 
fail, he need not look for a renewal oi 
public confidence until, like Nioodemus, 
ho has been "born again" — become anew 
Duck, with new ideas, a now codo of 
principle.-, and a clearer notion of what 
constitutes political honesty than ho 
seems now to posspss.

Life In New South Wales. 



first colony founded in Australia) is as 
pnro and healthy as can bo found in tho 
world. The sun is very warm, but thoro 
is a freshness in tho air, and as wo riso 
from tho coast to tho Bluo Mountain 
Range which run paralel to each other, 
it heoomes quite cool. Tho summer here 
is as warm as can bo expected, but it is a 
dry heat and very suitable for camping 
out. On tho other side of tho range 
Btretohes away in ono vast level bush the 
pastoral wealth of the colony, which is 
for tho much greater part owned in great 
patches of country called "runs" by very 
wealthy men calling themselves "squat- 
tors". Horse-riding Booms almost tho 
exclusive occupation and business of tho 
young colonials of tho bush, and they 
think no more of taking a ride of four or 
fivo hundred miles than many townspeo- 
ple would of a day in a railway train; 
tlioy sling a blanket over tho horse's neck 
take a billy, a littlo tea and sugar, beef 
and dumper, and oil they go, and as tho 
bush is very open they can canter off in 
any direction. At midday thoy camp, 
light a liio, boil tho billy, have a food and 
give tho horse a spoil, then on again till 
a littlo before sunset, when they hobble 
thfefif horses, tie bells round their necks 
and let them go where thoy like, make 
themselves snug with a good tiro, roll 
themselves in their blankets or opossum 
rug and sloop at the foot of a tree. I 
must also say that tho girls aro nearly all 
of them lino horsewomen; thoy go gallop- 
ing and touring about, all day like mad. 

The aborsginals are pretty well oleard 
off, especially in tho southern colonies of 
Australia; you may travel hundreds of 
miles anil not see one. 

Theae aro plenty of young towns spring- 
ing up in the interior, somo of them 
caused by tho digging rushes, othors aro 
formed on rivers in pastoral districts; 
but there is a great sameness in them all, 
and, in fact, I believe thoro is scarcely a 
largo country in the world which can pos- 
sibly have so little variety in its appear- 
ance. If you travel, say 1U0 miles iu it, 
yon boo aud understand vory nearly us 
muoh as if you spent your life iu jour- 
neying through it. Plenty of my country- 
men are mot anywhere hero; somo are 
rich and somo aro poor, but nearly all a 
little fond of the "craythur". 

Hospitality is not lost amongst them. 
There are many hundreds of men con- 
tinually moving on foot from one part of 
the intorior to another with their swags 
on their backs and their billys in tlmir 
hands. They aro mostly shearers, shep- 
herds, splitters, fencers, woolwashera, 
and general Htation-hands, ( Station is 
tho term generally used for very largo 
homesteads) . We have plenty of church- 
es here and they tell me it is surprising 
how quickly chapels an' run up for all 
the different denominations when a new 
township is formed. About 150 miles 
from the coast ia tho town of Armidulo, 
on the great north road leading to 
Queensland, and in it is situated a build- 
ing which would make the hearts of all 
good Catholics glad to sec— a beautiful 
cathedral just finished, of a noble size, 
and solidly built -the finest building in 
tho interior of New South Wales or 
Queensland, a real credit to tho Irish 
Catholics who, lean honestly say, have 
been by far its greatest supporters,
